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DEPRECIATION OF DOLLAR AND 
THE CANADIAN WAGE EARNER 


Winnipeg— The following arti 
cle designed to show the direct ef- 
fects of depreciation of the dollar 
upon different classes of the popu- 
lation, worked out for three differ 
ent cases: 

(1) In the event of a 50 per 
cent depreciation of the dollar on 
the foreign exchanges, with no ef- 
fect upon the internal price level. 

(2) In the event of a 50 per 
cent depreciation of the dollar 
with a corresponding increase of 
50 per cent in the internal _ price 
level. 

(3) In the event of complete in 
flation on the German model of 
1919-1923, with rapid and contin- 
uous increases in the domestic 
price level. 

The Wage Earner. 

Case 1 ‘The 50 per cent depre 
ciation in the dollar would natural- 
ly tend to stimulate exports, anu 
so long as there was no change in 
the domestic price level, such an 
event would greatly help the work- 
ers in the export industries -who 
would be kept proportionately bus- 
fer, and who might also gain by in- 
creased labor hours and wages. 

On the qther hand workers’ in 
industries based necessarily on im- 
ports would be affected different- 
ly. Crude oil, for instance, which 
Canada purchases outside, would 
increase in price in terms of the 
domestic dollar, and the price of 
gasoline would also go up there- 
fore tending to restrict consump- 
tion, reduce demand, cause unem- 
ployment and wage reductions. 

Analysis of the whole industrial 
fabric of Canada would be neces- 
sary in order to see which group 
Would be the larger in Canada; 
and whether benefits outweighed 
sufferings or not. 

Increase Debt Payments 

Insofar as the depreciated dollar 
(without change in price level) af- 
fected external debt payments— 
and it would increase them by 4 
half— taxation would be increased 
to meet those payments. Here 
again the ability to pay would be 
gauged by the foregoing circum. 
stances, 

Case 2 If however, the deprec- 
iation in the dollar was accompan- 
ied by a 50 per cent increase’ in 
domestic prices, due to inflation, 
the export industry worker would 
not find himself so well off. to 
while he might find his products 
more in demand, the prices of 
everything that he bought would 
also be increased; and it is likely 
that the higher prices he would 
pay on everything would more 
than make up for his gain in wag- 
es and employment. As for the 
import industry worker, his plight 
would be unhappy, for his market 
would be restricted, as in Case 1, 
and prices all round hini would be 
up 50 per cent. In addition his load 
of taxation would be proportionate- 
ly Heavier. 

Nevertheless, if the 
er’s pay was: elastic, in nature; 
that is if his bargaining power 
were good, and other factors tend- 
ed to work the same way, his 
pay check would increase in size 
by 50 per cent, leaving him about 
where he was before, The course 
of prices as they went higher dur- 
ing the depreciation, would also 


tend to stimulate trade; and so

far as his employers gained by the 
reduction in real debt burden = .a 


industry, so would the lot of — the 
wage earner be improved along 
with it. Rents, it is likely woulc 


not rise so far or so fast as gener- 
al prices, and This factor would 
therefore leave him better off. 


Case 3 In the chaos which re- 
sults from unrestricted inflation 
with the dollar sinking into the 


depths and the internal price lev- 
el rising by leaps and bounds, the 
wage earner suffers fearful dam 
age. Although stimulated by a ris- 
ing price level and by buoyant ex- 
ports, industry is active and busy, 
wages fall behind the price level, 
and the man dependent upon them 
finds his purchasing power for 
food, fuel, etc, violently cut down. 
Since rents are usually based upon 
a fixed tenure of certain length, he 
finds his rent burden less onerous 
than before. 


But unless he is with his feliows 
able to get higher and ever higher 
wages upon his employers, he is 
caught badly by the rapid uscent 
of prices to inordinate levels. If he 
can keep himself in bare necess.t- 
ies he will be lucky. Even if his 
wages were to be adjusted monfh 
by month, he would find that be- 
fore four weeks had passed, prices 
would have rushed up in the retail 
stores beyond the level thought 
probable when the month began. 
Finally, when the dollar has  be- 
come worthless and the period of 
re-stabilization has begun, he finds 
not only severe unemployment pre- 
valent due to the sudden loss of 
trade by the failure of prices to go 
still further up and by the disloca 
tion of the export trade. A perio 
of stagnation is inevitable, and i 
is at that point that he finds 
very general demand in the coun 
try as a whole for workers to ac 
cept lower wages and longer hour 
in an attempt to set industry onc 
more upon its feet

CHANGE IN HANDLING 


Ottawa:— While there appears 


to be little change of view among} 


cabinet ministers with regard to 
the formation of a national wheat 
board, there are many rumors cir- 
culating about Ottawa to thé ef- 
fect that an important change 1s to 
be made in the method of carrying 
On the government's wheat opera- 
tions. 

Hitherto the government's ef- 
forts to stabilize wheat prices have 
been made through John I McFar- 
land who largely through the influ- 
ence of the government took over 
the job of marketing the 1930 
wheat carryover of the pools. In 
explaining his stabilization policy 
to parliament, Mr Bennett said, 
last fall, that this corporation was 
the only one available through 
which the government could act.

will make a change in the organi- 
zation of its wheat stabilizing 
agency. It is said that Mr Bennett 
proposes to create a commission of 
which Mr McFarland would be 
chairman, This commission it is be- 
lieved, would take over the com- 
mitments now being carried by the 
Canadian Co-operative Wheat Pro- 
ducers Ltd. and sever connection 
with the pools. Thereafter it 
would operate entirely as a govern- 
ment agency.

Wheat, which Mr Wood calls 
Canada’s base, he also calls Cana- 
da's curse. While world reduction 
of production seems the only solu- 
tion to the present overproduction 
of this commodity, the wheat pool 
president sees many nationalistic 
obstacles still lying in the way of 
such an accomplishment. 

Temporary benefits to the wheat 
producer, Mr Wood claims, pro- 
bably would result from a deprec- 
iation of the exchange value of the 
Canadian dollar. He considered the 
uncontrolled manipulation of 
to be one of the root evils 
of our present economic system 
and he advocated a saner control 
of the monetary structure of the 
nation. 

A more socially conscious distri- 
bution of economic goods, togeth- 
er with shorter working hours for 
labor was in the U F A founder's 
opinion, the only way in which the 
world would ever find a path to 
wards recovery and stability, but 
he despaired for the finding of 
this path along any purely theoret- 
ical route. In the political direction 
it was hardly possible, either 
through our present party group- 
ings or even through socialism, 
Neither the one nor the other 
could offer scientific enough wea- 
pons to fight the present crisis. 

The complete conversion of t>. 
individual and the world to the 
ideal of voluntary co-operation 
alone would suffice, and time, per- 
haps the trials and tribulations of 
yet another generation, would be 
needed. 

In the interval it was difficult to 
conceive how much further the 
crisis might be aggravated. We 
had come to the testing hour of 
our civilization. If there was t@be 
more suffering, everyone would 
suffer and not the primary produc- 
er alone, 

Great accumulated wealth was 
never so insecure as it is today, 
emphasized Mr Wood, In the long 
of the crisis, the holders of 
such wealth may lose even more 
seriously and in more serious pro- 
portions than the farmers are los- 
ing today.
